At  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  in  September  1929,  a drive  was 
started  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  necessary  capital  to  outfit  the  B, 
Y.  U.  Band  in  up-to-date  uniforms. 
Several  plans  were  suggested.  The 
plan  adopted  called  for  five  entertain- 
ments to  be  given  during  the  balance 
of  the  current  school  year,  two  of 
which  were  to  be  given  by  the  band. 
The  sale  of  tickets  was  started  and 
the  first  band  concert  given  to  a 
medium  sized,  but  appreciative  audi- 
ence. The  advance  sale  of  tickets  fell 
far  short  of  the  amount  needed  to 
purchase  new  band  uniforms,  leaving 
but  one  alternative,  that  of  facing 
another  season  of  athletic  events  and 
school  functions  at  which  the  band 
appears,  with  the  same  drab  uniforms 
that  have  been  used  for  many  years 
past. 

Why  would  it  not  be  possible  for 
the  band  to  be  included  in  the  course 
of  lyceum  events,  and  be  paid  a like 
amount  that  is  paid  to  some  individual 
entertainers  who  are  not  nearly  as 
capable  of  giving  an  educational  and 
appreciative  entertainment  as  our  own 
band?  The  student  body  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  should  take 
definite  steps  toward  the  immediate 
aid  of  the  band  in  their  plea  for  new 
uniforms,  if  nothing*  is  done,  the  only 
consequence  will  be  just  another  half- 
hearted attempt  to  replace  the  present 
firemans  uniforms  with  something  up- 
to-date.

Steps  Out  Cooper  Excells. 

That  Mormon  tribe  of  the  Brigham 
Young  university  proved  too  fast  and 
much  better  basketball  shooters  than 
Nevada  university  and  the  latter 
bowed  to  Young  and  signified  Cougar 
superiority  by  a 44-26  score.  The 
game  was  played  in  the  Ladies’  Gym, 
the  first  of  a two  game  series. 

Although  both  teams  played  ragged- 
ly at  times  and  a total  of  fourty-four 
fouls  marred  the  game,  there  was 
enough  fast  work  and  spectacular 
passing  and  shooting  to  make  the 
game  thrilling  and  interesting.  It  was 
evident  from  the  start  that  the 
Nevadans  would  be  fighting  only  to 
keep  the  rampaging  Mormons  from 
running  up  an  overwhelming  score 
and  their  desperate  efforts  resulted  in 
the  large  number  of  fouls  committed. 

Cougars  Lead  d-1 

Brinley  started  off  the  works  for 
Brigham  Young  by  scoring  three  field 
goals  in  rapid  succession  and  foul 
pitches  by  Maglcby  gave  the  Cougars 
a 9-1  lead.  Nevada  closed  in  to  5-9 
but  that  was  the  nearest  they  came 
to  the  flying  Mormons.  At  the  half 
B.  Y-  U.  led  21-12. 

For  a full  ten  minutes  of  the  second 
half  the  invaders  managed  to  raise 
their  score  by  counters  to  15  points 
where  they  were  held  scoreless  by 
the  home  team  while  the  latter  piled 
up  an  immense  lead.  With  the  en- 
trance of  the  Y substitutes  the  Nevada 
offense  functioned  better  and  they 
raised  their  total  to  twenty-six  while 
the  Young  subs  completed  the  total 
of  fourty-four  as  the  game  ended.

Coach 
Ott  Romney’s  B.  Y.  U.  basketeers 
took  its  second  straight  victory  over 
Nevada  university  when  these  two 
teams  met  in  the  second  game  of  their 
series  Saturday  night  in  the  Ladiea’ 
Gymnasium.  The  score  was  46-35. 

From  the  very  start  of  the  game  it 
was  evident  that  both  teams  were  in 
for  a far  better  exhibition  of  basket- 
bull  than  the  night  before  and  al- 
though fouls  were  many  it  was  a far 
cleaner,  faster,  and  more  spectacular 
tussle.
